Marlon Brando was battling a cold, so his 


dressing room was hot. Still he wrapped 
himself in an overcoat and scarf over the 
tuxedo he was wearing for his work in Char- 
lie Chaplin's "A Countess from Hong Kong." 


"I feel kind of dull in the head." he said, 


but he didn't talk dull in the head. 


He talked about his past and his future. 


and every Brando admirer should be pleased 
with his analysis of himself. 


"In the past," he said, "I haven't paid 


enough attention to the parts I took. And 
I've made one flop after another. From now 
on, things will be different. I hope." 


He sneezed 
and clutched his overcoat 


tighter about him. 


"You know," he said, "sometimes I have 


had to take parts for the money. I've been 
under the gun, with bills to pay, responsi- 
bilities to meet. So I take whatever is avail- 
able at the time, whatever pays the most 
money." 


HE SAYS HE HAS NO GREAT YEN to re- 


turn to the stage. 


"Thinking about the stage." he says, "is 


only a nostalgic Valentine. Motion pictures 
are a better way to make a living—movies 


are my trade. I'm in a trade, that's all." 


Brando says he is thoroughly enjoying the 


experience of working with Charlie Chaplin. 
He has, he says, placed himself completely 
in Chaplin's hands, because he trusts his 
artistic sensitivity. 


"It's a relief," he says, "to have a director 


who knows what it's all about. He pays at- 
tention to every little detail. 


"Once he told me my shoelaces were tied 


wrong. Another time we were doing a scene 
in which I had to wave cigar smoke away 
from my face. He stopped it—'Don't wave 
with two fingers,' he said, 'wave with four 
fingers.' "

Loren was watching the action. She was 
wearing the evening gown designed for her 
by Dior for the picture—white, simple, low 
cut. 
For the sake of either modesty or tem- 


perature control—or perhaps a bit of both— 
she had a red knitted shawl around her 
shoulders. 


"I like to watch them shoot even when I 


am -not in the scene," she said. "Except I 
don't want to make the other actors nerv- 
ous." 


Her English is perfect and there is even

Another reason is that 
Sophia's main extra-curricular passion is 
dancing, and she belongs to a private club 
here and every Friday night she steps out. 


LIKE BRANDO, SHE IS FINDING the ex 


perience of working with Charlie Chaplin 
delightful. The previous day, I watched her 
shoot a scene in a ship's stateroom. She was 
supposedly fixing her hair, and the camera 
was her mirror. As usual, Chaplin acted out 
what he wanted her to do first. 


Sophia — and everyone else — laughed as 


the white-haired man suddenly became a 
girl, primping with exaggerated gestures in 
front of the mirror. 


"He is so funny," she said. "But I had 


never seen him as a girl. It was only in the 
last few years, when some of his movies 
were on television, that I first saw him. He 
is marvelous." 


This is her second comedy in a row, and 


now she wants a change of pace. Next on 
her always-busy agenda is a fairy tale, "Once 
upon a Time." She says this will be the first 
time she will be in a picture that children 
can see.

Young Adults Need 
Facts About Medicare 


Medicare (the current enrollment deadline is March 31) 


touches the lives of millions of younger adults and not just 
those 65 and over who are eligible. 


This is a factor many overlook when discussing this pro- 


gram. Too much of the literature about the government in- 
surance program is aimed at the person 65 and older 
It is 


just as important that the children of senior citizens under- 
stand Medicare thoroughly. 


Why should they be concerned'' Because many children 


do aid their parents or 
aging" relatives 


financially. In fact, nearly 25 per cent of all 
over-65 insurance policies are paid for by the 
children of the insured, according to the 
Continental Casualty Co., the leading national 
private insurer of older persons. Even with 
Medicare, which the government estimates 
will cover at least 50 per cent of medical 
expenses of the person over 65. the remain- 
ing 50 per cent falls to the elderly or to those 
who assist them financially. 


The younger adults then need to know 


what Medicare does and does not provide In a sense this is 
a guide to planning ahead anticipating medical and health 
care expenses. 


For example, it is vital for younger people to understand 


the benefits provided under Part B of Medicare This is the 
voluntary supplementary health insurance program 
Under 


Part B, senior citizens can obtain, for a S3 monthly premium 
insurance covering most doctors' and surgeons' bills dental 
surgery, some diagnostic tests and other benefits The insur- 
ance firm urges children to adust- parents to enroll. 


If the 65 and older person fails to enroll March 31, he must 


wait until October, 1967. If hi- fails to enroll then, he is no 
longer eligible for Part B. 


For a younger person to discuss Medicare with a parent 


or older m-law, u is wise to be armed v.ith information on 
what Medicare provides and dot-in t proude 


For example, hospitaluation is limited to 90 days for a spell 


of illness and the patient [ Ja>s the f i r s t $40 of hospitali/ation 
and $10 a day after 60 days.

The truth is. John Edwards is also an engineer, a graduate 


of Ohio State, and in the four months he's free from the Reels, 
he's a rising young executive with General Electric in their 
nuclear material and jet propulsion laboratory. He has top 
secret clearance in the winter and is a security risk like every 
common John in the summer because Edwards treats catch- 
ing as a full-time job. 


Edwards points out that the days when a catcher squatted 


und signalled one finger for a fast ball, two for a curve, are 
gone. 


He may still designate the fast ball with one digit but then 


he curls it under to indicate, for instance, that he wants the 
ball on the high inside corner of the plate. He varies the 
target area by watching the traits of the batter, who may 
alter his position in the batter's box during the course of a 
game.

The suit preference signal 


usually occurs in secondary 
lead situations and is devised 
to tell partner which suit to 
lead back assuming he does 
get in. Specifically a high card 
calls for the higher of the two 
suits partner might shift to 
while a low card calls for the 
lower of the two suits avail- 
able and an intermediate card 
for partner to use his own 
judgment. 


The suit preference signal 


is a necessary tool in the ex- 
pert's kit but the expert does 
not go suit preference happy. 
He only uses a suit preference 
signal when it is unmistak- 
able. He does not use it to 
take the place of the normal 
signal of high for strength or 
come-on and low for weakness 
or shift. 


West opens the four of 


hearts against South's four 
spade contract. East is in with 
the ace and concludes that his 
partner has led a singleton 
since he is looking at the three 
spot in dummy and the deuce 
in his own hand. 


He leads back a heart for 


his partner to ruff and the 
heart he leads back is the ten 
spot. This is clearly a higli 
heart and a clear suit prefer- 
ence signal. He wants West to 
ruff and put him back on lead 
with a diamond, not a club. 


If East had wanted a club 


return he would have led the 
deuce. If he had no prefer- 
ence he would have led the 
eight.
